Under  authority  conferred  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1905 
(33  Stat.  1264),  the  quarantine  established  by  B.  A.  I.  Order  336,  dated  April 
29,  1932,  and  amendments  1  and  2  thereto,  dated  respectively,  May  4  and  May 
9,  1932,  upon  the  areas  within  the  counties  of  Orange,  Los  Angeles,  and  San 
Bernardino,  in  the  State  of  California,  to  prevent  the  spread  of  foot-and-mouth 
disease,  is  hereby  revoked,  except  as  to  those  portions  of  said-mentioned  coun- 
ties comprising  the  premises  upon  which  were  found  animals  infected  with  the 
said-mentioned   disease. 

This  amendment,  which  is  designated  as  amendment  3  to  B.  A.  I.  Order  336, 
shall  become  and  be  effective  on  and  after  June  8,  1932.
